Aug. 14.— Abant became 
disgusted at my refusal to give him 
more money and sent me to Darjalin, 
a fashionable resort in the Himalay a 
Mountains. 
I wondered at his sud­ 
den kindness until 1 learned that he 
was sending me to a kind of snna- 
tariuin, where he thought he could 
put me away , I suppose, forever. 
In charge of friends of Abanl, a 
Hindu dentist and his family , I was 
given a cottage not as nice as my 
father’s Chicago garage to live in 
during my stay at the 
Darjeeling 
sanitarium. 
I was again forced to 
eat native food, was not allowed to 
leave the building 
without 
some 
member of the dentist’s family with 
me and was made to 
function 
as 
nursemaid to the dentist’s ever in­ 
creasing progeny . 
Worst of all a servant slept In my 
room every night to see that I made 
no attempt to escape. 
The food and 
the constant confinement made me 
111 once more and I wrote Abant ask­ 
ing him to let me come back to Cal­ 
cutta. 
1 got no answer from my 
husband. 
My Illness was getting 
wors« and, as I think of It Row, I be­ 
lieve my mind was even becoming a f­ 
fected. 
So I fled from the sanator­ 
ium one day with the help of a 
friend I had met in Calcutta and 
put up under an assumed name at 
one of the leading Darjeeling resort 
hotels. 
If I had attempted to regis­ 
ter as Mrs. Abanl Bose, I wmfTd have 
been refused a room because of the 
English declaration against natives 
Abani at last answered my letter, 
but, instead of sy mpathizing 
with 
me, he reproved me for not doing 
just as his dentist friend had ordered 
me. 
It would have meant being a 
virtual slave. My Illness and Abanl’s 
heartless letter made me desperate. 
I wanted to end it. 
I took a large 
overdose of sleeping tablets before 
retiring one night with the hope of 
never awakening. 
But I had not 
taken q uite enough. 
I awoke delirl 
ous several 
day s 
later. 
Colonel 
Proctor, besides being 
a phy sician, 
was a member of the governing coun 
sel at Darjeeling, and he treated me 
He told me that if I did not leave 
India at once, I would die, that It 
was not necessary for me to commit 
suicide. 
He gave me a great deal of 
fatherly advice and I thank God I 
took it. 
I went back to Calcutta 
and told my husband I was going to 
leave him and return to America. 
He refused to let me go and declared 
that if I tried to q uit Calcutta he 
would kill me, and he said it would 
be easy , no one would know about 
it and if they did no one would care. 
Grasping me about 
the 
neck 
he 
choked me till I screamed merely to 
demonstrate 
how simple 
it 
was. 
When nobody answered my screams, 
he ex plained: “ Now do y ou see?” 
I 
saw. 
I saw what It would mean If 
I did not get away from Calcutta at 
once. 
I determined to leave at any 
cost. 
But before 1 left my husband 
had another of his peculiar changes 
of character. 
He told me he would 
let me go and with these words in 
my ears I rushed out to make my a r­ 
rangements before he changed his 
mind again. 
His last words were 
before I left: 
“ I know y ou are com­ 
ing back.” 
But I shall never leave 
the United States again.

Mrs. Rutherford, who had nccom- 
panied her husband, heard the shots 
and after waiting for some time for 
her husband’s return, went to Wlne­ 
gar for help. 
A posse was organized 
and upon entering the wooded fast- 
nes found the body of the slain con­ 
stable. 
A search for the slay ers 
was Instituted. 
C. L. Roreing and 
his son, Henry , alleged member» of 
the gang, were captured after an ex 
change of shots. 
The elder Borelng 
was slightly wounded. 
They were 
immediately brought to the county 
Jail here, when members of the posse 
angered to a high pitch threatened 
to ly nch the pair.

St. Paul, Aug. 14.— (U P )— Feder­ 
al agents Friday night seized what 
is believed to be the largest still ever 
discovered In the northwest, 
since 
prohibition went into effect. 


The still, located only a few blocks 
from the heart of the business see- 
ton of St. l’aul, had a capacity of 
5,400 gallons of Illicit liq uor dally 
and was valued at 
$500 ,000. 
Operating under the name of the 
Associated Oil Service Co., what was 
seemingly an oil reclamation service 
station, it is believed 
the 
liq uor 
plant has been in operation 
since 
last March. 
The agents had great 
difficulty In locating the still, which 
was finally discovered In the base­

Grain and livestock receipts at ter­ 
minals both were less than In June of 
this year, but greater than In July of 
last year. Flour and linseed products 
shipments both were greater than in 
June of this year, but less than In July 
of last year, the statement said.

CAM.174« AMERICA A MIIYMH’li 


T he Minneapolis Tribune has a pertinent editorial replying 
to the allegation so frequently made in Europe that America is 
playing a Shylock role. 
In clear, plain language the editorial re­ 
cites a few things indicating that the various humanitarian im­ 
pulses of the United States are far from being suggestive of a 
Shylock. 
Straight-thinking nationals of European countries do not 
judge the will, purpose and spirit of the American people by the 
conduct of imprudent and ostentatious Ameriean tourists travel­ 
ing in their lands. Neither do they rest their appraisal altogether 
on what our government has done in the matter of re funding in­ 
ternational debts. They measure us, rather, by what we h a v e done 
voluntarily as private citizens since 1914 to relieve the human 
distress of the war-time and post-war periods. 
It is not necessary to revert to the years before the United 
States entered the war. The ease is well enough made by what 
was done for human reconstruction after 1919, the year in which 
the American Relief Administration and the Near East Relief 
were organized and put into Operation. With Mr. Hoover as itm 
head, the relief administration handled money and supplies whose 
value was about $1,500,900,000. 
Of this sum $100,000,0(H) rep­ 
resented an appropriation by the government for a revolving fund. 
The rest was what the Ameriean people gave of their own accord 
as humanitarians. 
It was a philanthropy, the like of which never 
had been known in the history of the world. 
Sharing in the organized and unorganized relief were France, 
Belgium, Germany, Finland, Russia, Esthonia.IiStvia, Lithuania, 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slovakia, Austria, Hungary and 
Rumania. 
At the high tide of relief through the administration 
daily rations were being delivered to 10,500,000 persons. 
Food, 
clothing, shelter, medicine and hospital care were prvoided, Pnr- 
partieularly were suffering women and children nourished and 
cherished. 
The Near East Relief extended aid to millions in various 
countries of which Palestine is one of the gateways. 
After the 
Smyrna disaster the normal American budget for relief was in­ 
creased $.‘1,500,000. 
Emergency aid for Japan after the earth­ 
quakes and fire amounted in terms of money to about $10,000,000. 
American philanthropy in these years was no respecter of creeds, 
races, colors, governments, nationalities or social conditions. 
Its 
objective was suffering human beings wherever they might be 
found. 
These things are not discussed vaingloriously in the United 
States any more than the typical American soldier boasts of hiH 
exploits in Europe, 
America has one priceless compensation at 
least for its helpfulness in time of trouble—the enduring gratitude 
of the children who were aided. That gratitude promises to yield 
us compound interest in the way of future good will. Not so much 
can he said of many adults who came to think of the benefit as 
a right.

were organized and put into operation. With Mr. Hoover as its 
head, the relief administration handled money and supplies whose 
value was about $1,500,000,000. 
Of this sum $100,000,000 rep­ 
resented an appropriation by the government for a revolving fund. 
The rest was what the American people gave of their own accord 
as humanitarians. It was a philanthropy, the like of which never 
had been known in the history of the world. 
Sharing in the organized and unorganized relief were France 
Belgium, Germany, Finland, Russia, Esthonia,Latvia, Lithuania, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Jugo-Slovakia, Austria, Hungary and 
Rumania. At the high tide of relief through the administration 
daily rations were being delivered to 10,500,000 persons. 
Food, 
clothing, shelter, medicine and hospital care were prvoided. Par- 
particularly were suffering women and children nourished and 
cherished. 
The Near East Relief extended aid to millions in various 
countries of which Palestine is one of the gateways. 
After the 
Smyrna disaster the normal American budget for relief was in­ 
creased $3,500,000. 
Emergency aid for Japan after the earth­ 
quakes and fire amounted in terms of money to about $10,000,000. 
American philanthropy in these years was no respecter of creeds, 
races, colors, governments, nationalities or social conditions. 
Its 
objective was suffering human beings wherever they might be 
found. 
These things are not discussed vainglorious^ in the United 
States any more than the typical American soldier boasts of his 
exploits in Europe. 
America has one priceless compensation at 
least for its helpfulness in time of trouble—the enduring gratitude 
of the children who were aided. That gratitude promises lo yield 
us compound interest in the way of future good will. Not so much 
can be said of many adults who came to think of tilt' benefit as 
a right.

RISKED LIVES TO 
AID IN RESEARCH 


Medical Men Stand High on 
Roll of Martyrs. 


Among the great martyrs of the 
world must be numbered the countless 
medical men who voluntarily have ac­ 
cepted risks In order to further re­ 
search. 
Thus, In the early days of 
the use of the X rays. before the ex­ 
tent <4 their tissue-destroying prop­ 
erties were known, several medical 
men lost their lives, while others re­ 
ceived severe burns which necessitated 
the amputation of hands and /arms, 
Fraser Harris relates, in the Scien­ 
tific Monthly. 
Tile outstanding medical martyr of 
microscopy is Hie young Dutchman, 
Jan Yan Swammerdam, who worked 
on tile minute structure of the internal 
organs of insects so incessantly for 
months at a time that not only his 
eyesight but his general health suf­ 
fered seriously. 
Having no artificial 
light capable of being used with the 
microscope, which Indeed at Hint date 
(10130) was hut a dissecting lens, he 
had to work In tln> direct sunshine 
Swammerdam died In 1(380. 
He was 
Hie first to describe the minute struc­ 
ture of the May fly and honey hee. 
It Is not uncommon for medical men 
to take their own blood as a standard 
of normal color in matching specimens 
of patients’ anemic blood, while Prof. 
J. I). S. Haldane of Oxford and Bir­ 
mingham. in the course of researches 
of this nature, has administered to 
himself on countless occasions the 
very poisonous gas, carbon monoxide. 
Medical men, in other cases, have 
not hesitated to Infect themselves with 
certain diseases that some disputed' 
points might he cleared up. 
Thus the 
son of the late Sir Patrick Manson 
allowed himself to he inoculated with 
malaria in London and proved that 
the climate as such had nothing to do 
with that disease. 
A distinguished 
neurologist voluntarily cut in ids own 
arm one of the nerves of ids hand in 
order to study tile exact order of the 
return of tilt* various kinds of sensa­ 
tion with which the hand is endowed. 
And none of the anesthetics were 
discovered without the experimenters 
trying their effect on themselves first. 
Humphry Davy inhaled nitrous ox- 
f<le. or “laughing gas,” before lie ven­ 
tured to announce its properties, and 
Sir .Tames Simpson chloroformed him­ 
self many times before lie used the 
substance on any patient.

Out in the central Sa h a ra men of 
w andering de sert tribes go veiled and 
b a r e f a c e d women hav e as free and 
Independent a statu s as their sisters 
in Europe. 
R earing traces of having sta rte d out 
as a matriarchy, this warlike nomad 
race of Tuaregs, very little known to 
Europeans, was tin* subject of an a d ­ 
dress by Fra ncis Rodd to tile m em ­ 
bers of the Royal Geographical society 
at London recently. 
Mr. Rodd has made a prolonged stay 
in no rthe rn Africa studying the cus­ 
toms and language of this stra nge 
race, of whom tl.fre Is cultural ( n i ­ 
ll nee, he says, of having once enjoyed 
a higher degree of civilization than 
ti at displayed In their present state. 
I hey have a written script which Is 
not used by any other existing people, 
the origin of which scientists have not 
yet been able to trace. 
T h a t a past o­ 
ral race of confirmed nomadic habits 
should have a well-developed script 
when their dally life calls for no need 
of writing is, Mr. Rodd points out, ox- 
e. edlngly remarkable. 
Thou gh Mohammedans, th e T uaregs 
are monogamous and women occupy a 
position of Independence, very unusual 
In desert tribes.
